NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


LITERARY MAGAZINES

He describes in it in a simple and matter-of 
fact style his hunting trip in Colorado last January which 
the newspapers made famous; and a greater contrast cas 
hardly be imagined than that between the facts as Mr 
Roosevelt relates them and the fancies which the men- 
dacious newspaper correspondents spread abroad. Almost 
equally interesting with the paper are its illustrations,

especially one entitled ‘‘Weighing a Bobcat,’ where 
ene of the figures in the group is Mr. Roosevelt himself. 
It is difficult to imagine that the man there seen dressed 
in clothes as uncouth as those worn by any laborer in the 
land, is the President of the United States. Let us add, 
too, that one secret of his great popularity with men of 
all classes and parties is the thorough-going democracy 
which the wearing of such clothes, when time and place 
make them fitting, implies. 

‘“‘Watching for the Enemy in the Spanish War’’ is the 
title of a ‘“‘Century’’ paper by Capt. John R. Bartlett, 
U. S. N., in which is described the operations of the 
Coast Signal Service during the war with Spain. It is in- 
teresting to note that these operations were carried on 
with as much detaii and thoroughness as if the Spanish 
fleets were expected to put in an appearance at any 
moment, whereas as a matter of fact the naval authorities 
were convinced at the outset of the war that the Spanish 
ships would never venture near any American coast cities. 
Practically the signal service was a concession to the ner- 
vous souls and the sensational journals who spied a new 
Spanish cruiser on the coast every hour, and who would 
have condemned the Government without measure if the 
signal service had not been established. In the same 
magazine the curious life led by students of architecture 
in the Paris Ecole des Beaux Arts is described. 

An article which particularly deserves the careful study 
of engineers is that entitled ‘‘The Piracy of Public Fran- 
chises,”’ by Mr. R. R. Bowker in the October ‘‘Atlantic."’ 
It is the story of how a group of powerful politician- 
capitalists and capitalist-politicians has gathered into its 
hands the entire public lighting and street railway facili- 
ties of Greater New York, and has placed upon the in- 
habitants of that city the burden of paying interest and 
dividends on a capitalization df over $300,000,000, whereas 
the entire properties could be duplicated for less than 
$100,000,000. Mr. Bowker writes with knowledge, for he 
was for ten years the executive head of the principal 
electric lighting company in New York city, and his ac- 
count of how his company was bulldozed into selling out 
to the ‘‘octopus”’ is particularly interesting reading at this 
time, as it furnishes new proof of the close relation be- 
tween corrupt government and the high cost of living 
that burdens every dweller and every industry in the 
great city of New York. The train of thought which the 
above article excites will be further stimulated by a paper 
on “‘The Ills of Pennsylvania’’ in the same magazine, in 
which the author quotes with approval the statement that 
Pennsylvania has every kind of political deviltry heard 
of elsewhere and a few more she has evolved herself. 

“The Outlook for Public Ownership’ is the title of a 
paper in the October ‘‘Forum'’ by an author who favors 
public ownership, but has evidently given careful study 
to both sides of the question. In the same magazine Mr. 
R. E. C. Long writes on ‘‘The Colonization of Siberia.” 

Probably few New Yorkers outside political circles are 
aware of the radical change in the city’s government 
which is to be made on Jan. 1 next. We do not refer to 
any result of the approaching election, but to the fact that 
the ‘“‘Boroughs,"" created when the Greater New York 
was established, are each to have entire control of their 
own streets, sewers and public buildings; by so much the 
change is an undoing of the consolidation effected four 
years ago. These and other peculiarities of the revised 
New York charter are described in a paper by Hon. Geo. 
L. Rives in the October *‘North American Review."’ Other 
writers on New York municipal matters in the same 
magazine are Hon. Bird S. Coler, Hon. Frank Moss and 
Mr. W. L. Hawley. Perhaps we may add to this list an 
article on crime in New York and its protection by Josiah 
Flynt, which we find in the October ‘‘McClure’s."’ 

A very remarkable paper is that in the September ‘‘Con- 
temporary Review’ by the eminent Frenchman, Jean de 
Bloch, entitled Wars of the Future.’ He declares 
that the experience of England in South Africa shows 
that war between the great Powers is now impossible. 
Space does not permit an abstract of the arguments which 
are presented in support of this statement, but the article 
is one which everyone in any way interested in military 
science should carefully read. In the September ‘‘Nine- 
teenth Century"’ the Architect in charge of St. Paul's 
Cathedral in London discusses the arrangements to be 
made in Westminster Abbey next year for the formal 
coronation of King Edward.

Last year 120 miles, from 
Iwakopmund to Karibib, were completed and traffic was 
opened on that portion recently. For the fiscal year 1901 
$714.000 has been appropriated for continuing the line 
toward Windhoek. After the whole line is completed, it 
is pianned that two freight trains shall be run daily and 
two passenger trains weekly. Twenty-eight double en- 
gines and four single engines will be provided for that 
purpose; the latter are principally to help trains up steep 
grades. In the construction of the passenger cars par- 
ticular care wll be taken to offer every possible comfort 
and protection to travelers, who otherwise would have to 
suffer severely in the hot climate of that region. It is 
proposed that seats shall be provided which by turning 
ean be converted into beds. The cars will be protected by 
sunshades, dark glass aud window screens. Stations will 
be established at Iwakopmund, Windhoek, Okahandja and 
Karibib. The last, being well provided with good water, 
will be the central and repair station of the new line. 


RAILWAYS AND HARBOR WORK.—South Africa.—

This will entail the construction of 3,000 ft. of 
training walls, two outer breakwater extensions of 2,450 
ft. in length and a tidal basin of 14 acres extent, also 
large dredging operations. No action has, however, been 
taken in the matter with regard to carrying out these 
proposed extensions. The works are under the direction 
of the public works department. No works are at present 
in progress, Port St. John.—The proposals for the im- 
provement of this harbor consist of the following: An 
outer breakwater, two training walls in the inner ‘harbor, 
and the construction of 300 ft. frontage of wharf. Of 
these only 170 ft. run of wharfage has been put in hand, 
which will be completed shortly. The works are under 
the direction of the public works department. Walfish 
Bay.—The harbor is situated in the upper end of Walfish 
Bay, and the works consist of a timber jetty 656 ft. long, 
with a depth of 10 ft. alongside the head of the same a: 
low water ordinary spring tides. To facilitate the trans- 
port of goods for the interior, a tramway 10% miles long 
has been laid down over the belt of sand dunes which lie 
between that port and the hard road, from which point 
goods are taken by wagon to the interior. It is in con- 
templation to keep a supply of coal for the convenience 
of vessels calling at the port. The works are under the 
Girection of the public works department. Natal.—Rail- 
ways.—A railway is being constructed from the Tugela 
to Hlabisa, 100 miles, by T. Reynolds, the contractors 
being Middleton Bros., of Lower Tugela. A railway is 
also in course of construction from the coalfields to Buf- 
falo River, 14 miles. The extension from Buffalo River 
to Vryheid is incomplete, and future action awaits the 
decision of the imperial government. Among the pro- 
jected lines is the one from Natal to the Cape, the trial 
surveys for which are completed and now before parlia- 
ment, and the alternative main line, the trial surveys for 
which are approaching completion. Several railway 
bridges, to be let through the agent-general, are also 
projected. Among the new works now in progress are the 
construction of a new erecting shop at Durban and new 
running sheds and workshops at Pietermaritzburg, for 
both of which the contracts are let. Several other works 
are proposed to be carried out during the financial year 
ending June 30, 1902, including new buildings at various 
stations, approaches to stations, houses and barracks for 
staff, machinery, works for the strengthening of bridges 
and reduction of curves and grades, etc; $2,000,000 has 
been voted for the proposed works.

It is provided that, so long 
as the company shall keep open and work the railway in 
accordance with the provisions of the contract, to the rea- 
sonable satisfaction of the government, no line of railway 
directly competing with the railway shall be constructed 
in the protectorate during a period of 25 years, and (sub- 
ject to the next succeeding clause hereof) the company 
shall have the first offer of constructing and working in 
the protectorate extensions of the railway and branch 
lines connected therewith upon such terms as may be 
agreed upon between the company and the government.
